IMPERIAL CHEMICAL INDUSTRIES, LIMITED 
LORD McGOWAN’S REVIEW 


The Twelfth Annual General Meeting of Imperial Chemical 
Industries, Limited, was held, on 11 May, at the Queen’s Hall, 
Langham Place, London, W. 

The Right Hon. Lord McGowan, K.B.E., D.C.L., LL.D., the 
chairman, presiding, said :—My lords, ladies, and gentlemen,— 
We have now had a year’s experience with the new scheme of 
organisation affecting the higher control of the company’s affairs. 
[am pleased to say that it has functioned with outstanding suc- 
sess, We have found in it a new impetus towards the develop- 
ment and strength of the company’s organisation. I have per- 
onally been relieved of much detail and so provided with more 
time to concentrate on the bigger questions of future policy. 

In our export trade we have continued to experience many 
ficulties. There are still not lacking admonitions to British 
manufacturers to push and expand their export trade, but critics 
» these lines often forget the strict regulations of many import- 
ing countries, Licences to import or permits to acquire the 
necessary exchange for the remittance home of sales realisations 
rea constant barrier, not only to the expansion but to the main- 
tenance of business. ‘These documents, which can only be 
secured after compliance with a tangle of regulations, are often 
not obtainable at all because sterling exchange is not available 
or, in other words, because the United Kingdom has not first 
pought a sufficient volume of the products of the country con- 
ened. If this condition is not satisfied, no amount of sales 
effort is of any use. 


ASSOCIATED COMPANIES 

As last year, it is a relief to turn to the progress of our 
sociated companies in the overseas Dominions. Canada was 
naturally affected by conditions in the United States, but did 
not suffer so severely. We were therefore well content with the 
results of our associated company there. 

South Africa remained extremely active throughout 1938, so

[ paid a visit to South Africa in January and February, and 
1 an opportunity on the spot of conferring with my South 
African colleagues on the board of African Explosives and In- 
lustries, Limited, on the future prospects of the company.

COMPETITION IN OVERSEAS TRADE

i building up a network of trade agreements between America 
uid other countries, to which the addition last year of the 
\nglo-American Trade Agreement was a great and welcome 
chievement. Fortified as these agreements are by the inclusion 
i the most-favoured-nation clause, they have contributed to a 
beneficial expansion of world trade, but, as an American writer 
las said, these objectives have been attained only to a limited 
legree : tariff reduction in the United States has proceeded with 
great circumspection and as a result the large excess of exports 
Ver imports has not disappeared. 
EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 

First, I would suggest that a bolder course might be pursued 
Mexport credit guarantees. The limits of liability have recently 
deen extended, but the proportion of export trade covered by 
this scheme is still comparatively small. Perhaps the explana- 
‘lon is to be found partly in the strict conditions appertaining 
'o that scheme, particularly the requirement that, to cover cur- 
tency risks, the whole of a trader’s exports must be insured, 
and partly in the Treasury's insistence that the scheme must be 
tun as a business proposition and make a profit. But there seems 
‘ittle need to insure export trade with the British Dominions, so 
that this requirement of totality might well be limited to all 
foreign (i.e. non-British) exports. Moreover, the scheme might 
ve more flexible and by low rates of premium risk a loss. 
Secondly, it has been said that more use should be made of 


the British purchasing power that is evidenced by the large 
ee 





excess of imports over exports into the United Kingdom from 
various foreign countries. That the Government concur in this 
view may be adduced from the energetic series of visits paid by 
Mr. Hudson to a number of European countries and by the 
decision to send an economic mission to Rumania. 

FINANCE 

After providing for the company’s taxation and setting aside 
£1,500,000 for the central obsolescence and depreciation fund, 
the company’s net income for the year amounted to £7,061,000, 
which, compared with that for the previous year of £7,510,000, 
shows a decrease of £449,000, or 6 per cent. When regard is had 
to the fall in the volume of trade, the higher costs resulting from 
that decrease in volume, a higher wage level, dearer raw 
materials, notably coal, and of the difficulties of the inter- 
national situation, these results cannot be regarded as other than 
satisfactory. 

The year’s appropriation required on account of the cost of 
past service for the workers’ pension fund was £173,000, and the 
board appropriated £1,125,000 to the general reserve. After 
these appropriations there was left £5,763,000, which, with the 
£556,000 brought forward from 1937, made a total available of 
£6,319,000. The preference dividend of £1,666,000 was paid on 
the due dates, leaving a balance of £4,653,000. 

Out of this balance the board recommend a final dividend of 
5 per cent. on the ordinary stock, which, with the 3 per cent. 
interim dividend already paid, makes a total dividend for the 
year of 8 per cent. on that stock. The ordinary dividend requires 
a sum of £4,032,000, which will leave £621,000 to be carried 
forward to 1939. 

RESERVES FOR DEPRECIATION 

Although the company’s fixed assets are maintained in the 
highest state of efficiency out of current revenue, in view of 
the world position, the rapidity of scientific advances, and the 
large aggregate value of the physical assets subject to obso- 
lescence, the board feel they must keep constant watch on the 
strength of the obsolescence and depreciation reserves. The 
amount of such reserves in the books of the company and of 
those of its fully owned subsidiary companies in respect of which 
the company undertakes to provide obsolescence and deprecia- 
tion, was at December 31 last £4,982,000. This sum has to be 
compared with an aggregate book value of freehold buildings, 
plant and machinery of such companies amounting at the same 
date to £44,850,000, showing a percentage figure of reserves to 
book value of 11 per cent. 

While a sum of £1,500,000 was added to the central obsolescence 
fund this year it has been necessary to draw upon that fund to 
the extent of £1,475,000 for the purpose of writing down the 
value of fixed assets which have lost their earning power and 
been demolished or replaced out of capital. 

RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT 

Knowing the importance that we attach to research as the 
mainstay of technical efficiency and the source from which must 
be drawn the future prosperity of the company, you will hardly 
need an assurance that we have continued and extended our 
activities in this field of work. At the present time this research 
work is carried on in a number of laboratories attached to the 
respective manufacturing groups. After some years of study 
we have now come to the conclusion that this organisation leaves 
gaps which require to be filled. We shall shortly take steps, 
therefore, to erect a central laboratory, in a situation convenient 
for general access, where work on subjects not covered by the 
group organisations, including longer distance research, may be 
carried on. In doing this we are following the precedent of some 
of our international friends, whose experience gives them no 
cause to regret the establishment of such a central institution. 

PROSPECTS FOR 1939 

Last year I said to you that after a steady upward movement 
of the profits of British industry over a period of five years the 
initial signals for a change had been given. I warned you that 
if it were true that a cyclical movement extending roughly over 
nine years was to be expected, then the general outlook for the 
next two or three years would not be prepossessing. The year 
1938 has unfortunately borne out my remarks to some extent. 
The question is whether they are to be confirmed or reversed in 
1939. 

Again the answer will depend to some extent on the United 
States. But it will depend still more upon world political condi- 
tions, for the forecast of which the industrialist cannot be held 
to be responsible. Of the United States it may be said that there 
has been an expeditious recovery from the sudden plunge down- 
wards which took place in the autumn of 1937. Conditions there 
to-day are more stable, though I observe with regret a slight 
backward movement in the first few months of this year. 

So far as I can gather opinion of likely conditions during the 
remaining months, the best estimate appears to be that 1939 as a 
whole in the United States will be somewhat but not much better 
than 1938. While conditions in the United Kingdom are influ- 
enced by movements in the United States, they are not of course 
solely dependent upon them,

INVESTMENT YIELD OVER 93 PER CENT. 


Mr. C. E. BARTHOLOMEW’S SPEECH 


The Twelfth Ordinary General Meeting of the British Match 
Corporation, Limited, was held on May 17 in London. 

Mr. C. E. Bartholomew, O.B.E. (chairman and managing 
director), said : We have, in the first place, to deplore the loss 
of our colleague, the Rt. Hon. Major J. W. Hills, who resigned 
his office shortly before his death in November last. He was a 
loyal and valued colleague, who had rendered fine service to this 
corporation and to the industry. 


The results are, on the whole, similar to those of last year, 
but the net yield is somewhat reduced by the additional taxa- 
tion which is forced upon us and by the entire absence of divi- 
dends from our big investment in Brazil. Our business there 
has again been quite satisfactory, but financial restrictions have 
rendered it impossible to remit any of the profits, and no credit 
has been taken for these in this year’s accounts. 

The total return to your corporation. from investments in 
subsidiary and associated concerns is just over 94 per cent. on 
the book values, as against just over 93 per cent. last year, 
which, in the conditions prevailing, we must consider 
satisfactory. 

During the year our interests in the Argentine have been 
slightly increased, and we look forward to continued satisfaction 
with our investment there. 


HOME TRADE WELL MAINTAINED 


The home trade represented by Bryant and May and Masters’ 
businesses has been well maintained. 

In the latter part of last year arrangements were made by 
Bryant and May, Limited, with Maguire and Paterson, Limited, 
of Dublin, and Maguire and Paterson (Northern Ireland), 
Limited, by which close co-operation in the Irish business is 
assured. ‘This will, 1 am convinced, be to the advantage of all 
concerned, 

You will already have noticed that the corporation is in a 
very sound liquid position, which will enable us to take advan 
tage of any future opportunities which may present themselves. 

GROWING DEMANDS OF TAXATION 

[ was taken to task last year by a stockholder when I warned 
you that we must account ourselves fortunate if we can keep up 
our present revenues in view of the growing demands of taxa- 
tion, not only here, but in other countries as well. His complaint 
was that my words might reduce the price of our stock on the 
Stock Exchange. I should like to say quite definitely, and with 
the full concurrence of my colleagues on the board, that we are 
concerned only with the lasting well-being of this corporation, 
and that we cannot consider the possible personal profits of any 
individual stockholder. 


Once again I make deliberate mention of the effect of the 
heavy burdens of taxation. These were already serious enough 
before the necessity for more speedy re-armament caused in- 
creases, both at home and overseas. The need for these costly 
measures is not of our making, and—provided always that these 
many millions of pounds are expended without waste and 
extravagance—it is our plain duty to put forward every effort 
to increase our earnings, so as to contribute as much as we are 
able towards the financial requirements of the country and of 
the Empire which we hold so dear. 


If we devote ourselves cheerfully and with confidence to these 
tasks, we shall assuredly hely: to hasten the return of less anxious 
times.

Industrial activity in the United Kingdom in the first quarter of 1939, as estimated from the particulars 
furnished from various sources to the Board of Trade, was 4-2 per cent. more than in the fourth quarter of 1938 
but 0-6 per cent. less than in the first quarter of 1938, the index numbers for the three periods (based on the 
quarterly average 1930 = 100) being 131-3, 126-0 and 132-1, respectively.

Exports of United Kingdom goods last month were 
valued at £35,149,000, the reduction compared with a 
year ago (£2,118,000, or nearly 6 per cent.) being the 
largest so far recorded this year; the value was 
£6,486,000 (16 per cent.) less than in March. The fall 
compared with a year earlier was mainly in respect of 
manufactured articles, which were less by £1,917,000 
(64 per cent.), while raw materials declined by 
£329,000 (7 per cent.); for food, drink and tobacco 
there was a small increase (£65,000, or 8 per cent.). 


Exports of imported merchandise last month were 
valued at £4,580,000, which was £431,000 (9 per cent.) 
less than a year earlier; this was due to a reduction of 
£480,000 in respect of raw materials, whereas in earlier 
months of this year the decline had been in re-exports 
* manufactured articles. The value of goods 

transhipped under bond, which is excluded from the 
record of imports and re-exports, amounted last month 
to £2,740,000, a figure £84,000 higher than a year ago. 


The excess of imports over exports of merchandise 
last month amounted to £804 million, a reduction 


for the period January to April the excess of imports 
has fallen from £139°6 million to £115:2 million. 


Movements of bullion and specie were exceptional) 
heavy in April, and the excess of exports continued. 
Imports amounted to £62°4 million and exports to 
£88:°5 million, the corresponding figures for March 
being £13°9 million and £687 million, respectively ; the 
figure for exports in April was nearly as high as the 
record figure attained last September. The net out- 
ward movement for the month was £26 million and for 
the four months £121 million, compared with an 
inward balance of £47 million in the first four months

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The value of the food, 
jrink and tobacco imported during April amounted to 
(30:3 million, being £5:4 million less than in March 
and £1°8 million (6 per cent.) less than in April 1938. 
The principal reductions as compared with a year 
earlier occurred in respect of and flour 
£1,485,000, or 26 per cent.) and dairy produce 
(£1,054,000, or 16 per cent.); only three of the nine 
croups showed increases, of which the largest was for 
the miscellaneous food group (£737,000, or 20 per 
ent. ).

The decline in the value of grain and flour imported 
was, aS in earlier months this year, entirely due to 
wer average values, the aggregate quantity im- 
jorted rising last month from 12°9 to 14°1 million ewts. 
The increase in the case of wheat was from 6°8 to 7°5

fom 8:1 to 3°8 million ewts., mainly as the result of 
seater shipments from the Argentine and the Union 
t South Africa. Consignments of wheat from Aus- 
ralia and of maize from the United States continued 
tobe much smaller than a year earlier. Imports of 
arley fell from 1:3 to 1:1 million cwts., and those of 
wheat meal and flour from 778,000 to 665,000 cwts., 
shipments from Australia being largely responsible for 
the decline in each case. The average values of imports 
of wheat, wheat meal and flour and maize were about 
the same in April as in March, but that of barley rose 
rom 5s. 10d. to 6s. 44d. per ewt.; in comparison with 
April 1938 the falls in average value were in each case 
very substantial. 


The total quantity of meat imported last month 
2,655,000 cwts.) was 34 per cent. greater than a year 
earlier, but the value of the imports showed a slight 
decline. The increase in quantity was due to larger 
mports of beef and bacon, those of mutton and Jamb 
being less than in April 1938. For all three descriptions 
of meat, average values of imports were lower last 
month than in March or in the corresponding month of 
last year; for bacon the fall was appreciable as com- 
pared with each of the earlier periods. 


The substantial decline in the value of dairy produce 
imported during April, to which reference has already 
been made, occurred largely as the result of reduced 
imports of butter, 702,000 ecwts. as against 872,000 
‘wis. a year earlier ; consignments from Australia, New 
Zealand and Denmark all shared in this reduction. 
Imports of cheese were rather smaller than in April 
1938 and those of eggs showed little change. Average 
ilues of the butter and cheese imported were lower 
than in March or in April last year; that of eggs showed 
‘n appreciable rise over March—instead of the normal 
seasonal decline—and was substantially higher than a 
Vear ago. 


In the fresh fruit and vegetables group, largely in- 
‘teased imports of oranges (principally from Palestine) 
Were mainly responsible for the increase of £499,000 
shown for the group as a whole in comparison with 
April of last year. Cocoa continued to be imported in 
much larger quantities than a year earlier, but imports 
of tea again declined (from 28°8 to 21-1 million lbs.), 
‘maller supplies being received from each of the prin-

Raw Materials.—Imports during April of raw 
materials and articles mainly unmanufactured were 
valued at £19,534,000, about the same as in March, 
but £1,969,000 (9 per cent.) less than a year ago. All 
but three of the groups showed declines compared with 
April 1938, the largest being for iron ore and scrap 
(£499,000), raw cotton, ete. (£486,000), rubber 
(£433,000), paper-making materials (£317,000) and 
non-ferrous ores and scrap (£306,000). The only im- 
portant increase was for miscellaneous textile materials 
(£506,000), mainly due to larger imports of jute.

Retained imports of raw cotton last month (88°4 
million lbs.) were 17 per cent. less than in April 1938; 
during the first four months of this year they amounted 
to 837 million lbs., being 34 per cent. less than a year 
eatlier. According to statistics published by the Liver- 
pool Cotton Association, deliveries of cotton to mills 
during April amounted to 118°3 million lbs., or 23 per 
ent. more than a year ago. This is the second month 
in succession for which an increase has been recorded 
alter a decline month by month from December 1937. 
la the aggregate, deliveries to mills during the first four 
months of this year were 2 per cent. less than last year. 
The average value of the raw cotton imported during 
April was 5°8d. per Ib., as against 5°6d. per lb. in the 
previous month and in April 1938, being the lowest 
monthly figure since July 1932.

per lb. in April 1938—with the exception of February 
(10-1d. per lb.) it was the lowest since August 1935. 
Kixports of Psd and lambs’ wool last month, for the 
first time since July 1938, failed to show an increase 
compared with a year earlier; for the first four months 
of this year exports increased by about one-half. 
Exports of wool tops continued to be greater than the 
rather low figures recorded last year, but for woollen 
and worsted yarns little change took place; for the four 
months of the year these two categories showed in- 
creases of 40 per cent. and 23 per cent., respectively. 
Exports of woollen and worsted tissues last month (6°6 
million square yards) were greater than a year earlier 
for the first time since November 1937; for the first 
four months there was an aggregate reduction of 3 per 
cent. A noticeable feature of exports last month was 
the continued substantial expansion in shipments to 
the United States, but the marked reduction in exports 
to Germany also continued. 

Among the textile materials, there were considerable 
decreases in the imports of raw silk for both the month 
and the four months. Imports of flax and tow and 
retained imports of hemp and tow and of raw jute were 
all greater in both periods than a vear ago. Exports

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British countries concerned outweighing the declines 
recorded for foreign countries. In North and Central 
America, the United States’ share underwent a sub- 
stantial reduction, but there were compensating in- 
ereases for Canada and the Dutch and British West 
Indies. The fall shown for Europe as a whole was the 
result of relatively large changes among the individual 
countries, the principal increases occurring in respect 
of Roumania, Finland and Sweden, while Germany, 
France and Belgium showed the largest declines. 
South America and Africa also provided smaller pro- 
portions of our import trade than in the first quarter 
of 1929, the countries principally responsible for the 
declines being the Argentine and the Union of South 
Africa. 


Exports of United Kingdom Goods.—Oceania, 
ete., took a much smaller share of our domestic 
exports in the first quarter of this year than in the 
corresponding period of 1938, owing mainly to the 
reduction in respect of Australia which has already 
been mentioned. Asia’s proportion also declined, the 
fall being spread generally throughout the continent, 
and in Africa the fall shown for the British countries 
was more than sufficient to outweigh the large increase 
recorded for Egypt. Europe, which takes more than 
one-third of the total, expanded her share still further 
as the result of larger proportions consigned to the 
Soviet Union, Norway, Eire and Denmark, though 
France and Spain showed substantial reductions. The 
increases in the shares taken by South America and 
North and Central America were accounted for by rises 
in respect of the Argentine and the United States. 


In comparison with the first quarter of 1929, some 
marked changes took place in the continental distribu- 
tion of our export trade. Europe’s large increase was 
the result of an expansion in the shares taken by 
Denmark and all the northern European countries, 
accompanied by declines for France and most of the 
western countries. Africa also showed a substantial 
rise, accounted for by the Union of South Africa and 
the British colonies, ete. India, Japan and China all 
contributed to the considerable decline recorded for 
Asia. Changes in the other three continental areas 


were of smaller magnitude. New Zealand was respon-’ 


sible for the rise in the case of Oceania, etce., and 
Canada for the fall shown by North and Central 
America. In South America, the Argentine took a 
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larger share, but this was offset by reductions for Brazil 
and other countries. 

Re-exports.—Europe’s normally large share of our 
re-export trade fell from 79:49 per cent. in the first 
quarter of 1938 to 75°92 per cent. last quarter on 
account of the substantial decline in the proportion 
consigned to the Soviet Union; France increased her 
share appreciably. The only other significant change 
was the rise shown for North and Central America, for 
which the United States was responsible. Compared 
with the first quarter of 1929, the proportion of our 
re-exports taken by the Soviet Union rose from 1:46 to 
10°23 per cent., while Germany’s share fell from 24:27 
to 10°39 per cent.

MOVEMENT OF PASSENGERS* BETWEEN

Table I on page 729 gives particulars of the numbers 
of passengers (including emigrants and immigrants) 
who travelled directly between the United Kingdom 
and places out of Europe during the three months and 
twelve months ended March 1938 and 1939. The 
number of passengers travelling in the March quarter 
from the United Kingdom to non-European countries 
decreased from 41,307 to 41,004 and in the movement 
in the opposite direction from 84,293 to 32,736. The 
aggregate inward and outward movement in the twelve 
months ended March 1939 was about 51,000 less than 
a year earlier; the numbers leaving on and returning 
from pleasure cruises were, in the aggregate, about 
5,000 less. 


BritisH PASSENGERS 


The returns relating to the passenger traffic between 
the United Kingdom and places out of Europe, and not 
within the Mediterranean Sea, show that the number 
of persons of British nationality who left the United

Kingdom as passengers for such countries during the 
three months ended March 1939 exceeded the number 
who arrived as passengers from such countries by 2,762, 
as compared with an outward balance of 3,770 in the 
first quarter of 1938. Excluding the numbers travel- 
ling on pleasure cruises there was an outward balance 
of 3,049 in the March quarter of 1939, as compared 
with 3,919 in the first quarter of 1938. 


During the twelve months ended March 1939 an 
outward balance of 1,726 British passengers was 
recorded, as compared with an inward balance of 64 
during the twelve months ended March 1938, the 
number of outward and inward British passengers 
decreasing by 9,942 and 11,732, respectively. 


In the movement between the United Kingdom 
and countries within the British Empire, an outward 
balance of 2,698 British passengers was recorded for 
the first quarter of 1939, as compared with an outward 
balance of 3,041 during the corresponding quarter of 
1938. There were outward balances in the first quarter 
of 1939 and 1938 to each division of the Empire except 
India (including Ceylon), the inward balance from that 
country being larger in the later year (620) than in the 
earlier (370). A considerable increase was recorded in 
the outward balance to Australia, but a substantial 
reduction for British South Africa. 
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In the case of the United States an inward balance 
of 19 in the first quarter of 1938 became an outward 
balance of 319 in 1939, but the outward balance to the 
group ‘‘ Other Foreign Countries ’’ decreased from 897 
to 32. 

In the twelve months ended March 1939 countries 
within the British Empire accounted for an outward 
balance of 6,064 British passengers, as compared with 
an outward balance of 6,038 in the previous twelve 
months. The inward balance of British passengers 
from the United States increased from 3,156 to 3,414. 


ALIEN PASSENGERS 

In the movement of aliens between the United King- 
dom and non-European countries during the first 
quarters of 1939 and 1938 outward balances of 5,506 
and 3,244, respectively, were recorded. It should be 
noted, particularly in connection with the statistics 
relating to alien passengers, that the figures of the 
passenger movement are inclusive of passengers who 
landed in the United Kingdom on their way between 
European and non-European countries. 

The statistics in respect of aliens, which are compiled 
by the Home Office, show that the number of pas- 
sengers of United States nationality who landed in the 
United Kingdom from all places abroad (including those 
arriving from European ports) and were recorded as 
visitors on holiday, tourists, etc., was 3,760 in the first 
three months of 1939, as compared with 4,301 in the 
corresponding period of 1938. Persons travelling on 
business or for pleasure are not separately distinguished 
in the Board of Trade returns, but the number of alien 
passengers who disembarked at United Kingdom ports 
from United States ports, after deducting those 
described as ‘‘ immigrants ’’§ from the United States, 
was 4,007 in the first quarter of 1939, as compared with 
4,326 in the first quarter of 1938. As measured by the 
Home Office figures the number of tourists, etc., from 
the United States was about 540 less in the first three 
months of this year, and as deduced from the Board of 
Trade figures the decrease was about 320. The out- 
ward movement of alien passengers to the United 
States was much greater last quarter than a year 
earlier, increasing from 1,141 to 2,636. The arrivals 
of British passengers from United States ports, after 
deducting the ‘‘ immigrants,’’ decreased from 4,724 
to 4,339.

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The number of passengers travelling to the Cop. 
tinent of Europe in the first quarter was about the 
same in 1939 as in 1938, but the movement in the 
opposite direction was nearly 23,000 greater in the later 
year. The figures of arrivals and departures do not. 
of course, relate to the number of individual persons 
who arrived or departed, but represent the total 
numbers of outward and inward voyages made by such 
passengers in the course of the periods mentioned. 
Changes in the volume of movement of aliens between 
the Continent and oversea countries via ports in the 
United Kingdom are also reflected in the variations of 
the figures shown. 

In the twelve months ended March 1939 the number 
of passengers travelling to and from the Continent by 
sea showed decreases of about 31,000 and 38,000, 
respectively, as compared with the corresponding 
movements in the preceding twelve months. These 
figures are not, however, significant, being affected by 
the inclusion of the Easter holiday in the later but not 
in the earlier period of twelve months. The numbers 
travelling by air increased by about 7,600 and 14,100, 
respectively.

The outward movement to Eire was about the same 
in the first quarter of 1939 as in 1938, but the inward 
movement to the United Kingdom from Eire was 
smaller by about 3,800. 

The number of migrants from Eire to the United 
Kingdom cannot be stated with precision, as migrants 
are not separately recorded. The available figures indi- 
cate that, on balance, about 13,600 persons left Hire 
in the first quarter of this year to take up residence 
in this country, as compared with 17,700 in the corre- 
sponding period of 1938. There is, however, consider- 
able temporary migration from Eire to Great Britain 
in the earlier months of the year, this inflow 
being followed by a return movement in the fourth 
quarter; in 1988, there was also a movement 
to Eire in the third quarter. The net inward 
movement in the twelve months ended March 1939 
and 1938 was about 11,900 and 33,100, respectively.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 
FUSES 

British Standard Specification No. 88-1937, Electric 
Fuses up to 800 amperes and 250 volts to earth, was 
published with the full knowledge that there were a 
few gaps in the technical data, owing to the fact that 
research was still in progress and sufficient information 
regarding these outstanding items was not available. 
A new edition of this Specification, B.S. 88-1939, fills 
in certain of these gaps and includes a number of 
modifications and additions which have been found to 
be necessary since the earlier edition was published. 
The modifications relate to the rectification of slight 
ambiguities and the addition of warning notes, the 
necessity for which were not foreseen until the Specifi- 
cation had come into general use.

LOW-VOLTAGE TRANSFORMERS

NEW IMPORT REGULATIONS IN 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA (BOHEMIA AND 
MORAVIA) 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at 
Prague has reported as follows :— 

“* 1. The National Bank has issued an order 
that, beginning with 1 May, importers of all goods 
without exception must, before placing their orders 
abroad, apply to the National Bank for prior allot- 
ment of the necessary foreign exchange.”’ 

It is understood that the National Bank thus under- 
takes for approved transactions the obligation to ensure 
that, after the import has actually taken place and the 
invoice fallen due for payment, the requisite devisen 
will be allotted or provision made to cover the amount 
applied for. 

** 2. Prior allotment under this order should not 
be applied for in respect of unpaid goods which 
were imported into the Protectorate and cleared 
through the Customs before 1 May, or which were 
dispatched not later than 30 April to the Pro- 
tectorate on direct bills of lading, or (further) 
goods in respect of which the National Bank has 
previously allotted or promised to allot cover (pre- 
payments and reimbursement credits). 

“3. The order specifically states that it does 
not affect the position of goods imported under old 
contracts, and importers must also as before con- 
tinue to apply for import permits from the 
Ministry of Commerce for goods which are subject 
to the licensing system.’’

MINES DEPARTMENT APPOINTMENT 


The Secretary for Mines announces that he has appointed 
Professor W. M. Thornton, O.B.E., D.Sc., to be chairman 
of the Departmental Committee appointed to review the 
general regulations governing the use of electricity at mines 
under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, vice Professor William 
Cramp, D.Sc., deceased. 


NORTHUMBERLAND: THE BENSHAM SEAM 


As part of the physical and chemical survey of our 
national coal resources the Bensham seam of Northumber- 
land has now been examined over an area extending from 
\shington in the North to the Tyne in the South. The 
results are given in a *Report issued by the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research, which gives full data on 
25 samples of the seam taken from 18 localities. 

The Survey aims at ascertaining the actual nature of the 
reserves of this country and the manner in which the coal 
may vary in character from place to place, so that it may 
be used in industry to the best possible advantage. 

The methods used in the examination of the Bensham 
seam were those that have now become standard practice in 
the Survey, and the analytical methods used are those 
standardised by the Fuel Research Organisation and since 
adopted by the British Standards Institution, so that the 
results of the Survey are compared throughout. 

An important appendix deals with washing tests carried 
out on a 123-ton sample of coal from the seam. 


FOREIGN VISITORS IN MARCH QUARTER 


In spite of the various factors in the world situation that 
uaturally militate against travel, the number of visitors to 
the British Isles during the first quarter of this year, both 
business and non-business, shows an increase over the totals 
both for the corresponding period of last year and the 
record-breaking 1937, states the Travel and Industrial 
Development Association of Great Britain and Ireland. 


A considerable proportion of the increase is due inevit- 
ably to the arrival of visitors from Central Europe, but even 
without these there would still be an advance over the 
figures for 1938. The totals are as follows:—

Visitors IN Marcu 


The relative figures for the month of March are: Non- 
business, 12,009 in 1939, as against 9,935 in 1938 and 13,434 
in 1937; and business 9,504, 8,938 and 8,172, respectively, 
making totals of 21,513, 18,873 and 21,606. There was thus 
an increase of 2,640 over the same month of 1938, but a 
decrease of 93 as compared with 1937. 


Non-business visitors from France during March were in 
excess of those in March 1938; business visitors showed a 
slight decrease. The same remark applies to visitors from 
Germany. From the United States, on the other hand, 
there were more business visitors and fewer non business 
visitors. In both categories visitors from Holland showed 
an increase. 

Week-end and day visitors from France and Belgium are 
not included in these figures, nor are the numerous oversea 
British visitors, estimated at an annual figure of 200,000, 
who travel with British passports and are not recorded at 
the ports.

The trade returns of British India for March 1939 as 
compared with the preceding month showed increases in 
the values of imports, exports and re-exports, states a 
press note forwarded to H.M. Trade Commissioner at Cal- 
cutta from the Director-General of Commercial Intelligence 
and Statistics.

Imports of rice, not in the husk, showed an increase 
from 153,300 tons to 259,700 tons in quantity and from 
Rs. 1,34 lakhs to Rs. 2,22 lakhs in value, Burma having 
contributed almost the whole amount. Imports of wheat 
advanced from 7,400 tons to 23,600 tons in quantity and 
from Rs. 8 lakhs to Rs. 17 lakhs in value. Sugar showed 
an increase from 400 tons to 20,800 tons in quantity and 
from Rs. 1 lakh to Rs. 25 lakhs in value. Betelnuts 
recorded an increase from 115,000 cwts., valued at Rs. 12 
lakhs, to 223,000 cwts., valued at Rs. 23 lakhs. 

Raw materials and produce and articles mainly unmanu- 
factured declined by Rs. 90 lakhs to Rs, 2,90 lakhs in March 
1939. Imports of raw cotton fell from 13,800 tons to 7,400 
tons in quantity and from Rs. 1,19 lakhs to Rs. 63 lakhs in 
value, while raw silk recorded an increase from 40,700 Ibs. 
to 188,600 ibs. in quantity and from Rs. 1 lakh to Rs. 7 
lakhs in value. Imports of kerosene oil declined from 21:3 
million gallons to 18-5 million gallons in quantity and from 
Rs. 78 lakhs to Rs. 64 lakhs in value. Petroleum, dan- 
gerous, flashing below 76° F., increased from 7-7 million 
gallons to 8-9 million gallons in quantity, but the value 
recorded a decline from Rs. 45 lakhs to Rs. 41 lakhs. Raw 
wool declined by Rs. 5 lakhs to Rs. 7 lakhs and diamonds 
by Rs. 6 lakhs to Rs. 5 lakhs. 

Articles wholly or mainly manufactured fell by Rs. 28 
lakhs to Rs. 8,74 lakhs in March 1939. The aggregate value 
of imports of cotton manufactures (including yarn) de- 
creased from Rs. 1,56 lakhs in March 1938 to Rs, 1,21 lakhs 
in March 1939. Imports of cotton white piece-goods de- 
creased from 19:2 million yards to 12-0 million yards in 
quantity and from Rs. 40 lakhs to Rs. 25 lakhs in value and 
those of coloured piece-goods from 24-2 million yards to 
17-4 million yards in quantity and from Rs. 58 lakhs to 
Rs. 31 lakhs in value; imports of grey piece-goods, on the 
other hand, increased from 20-6 million yards to 26-5 million 
vards in quantity and from Rs. 27 lakhs to Rs. 29 lakhs in 
value. Imports of cotton, twist and yarn increased from 
2-2 million Ibs. to 3-5 million lbs. in quantity and from 
Rs. 20 lakhs to Rs. 27 lakhs in value. Imports of rayon 
yarn advanced from 1-0 million Ibs., valued at Rs. 6 lakhs, 
to 2-0 million Ibs., valued at Rs. 11 lakhs. Imports of motor 
cars, and motor lorries, buses and vans numbered 1,270 and 
1,488, valued at Rs. 24 lakhs and Rs. 21 lakhs, as compared 
with 1,430 and 1,349, valued at Rs. 29 lakhs and Rs. 18 
lakhs, respectively. There were decreases under cotton 
machinery (— Rs. 22 lakhs) and carriages and wagons and 
parts thereof for railways (— Rs. 7 lakhs). Imports of 
coal-tar dyes, on the other hand, increased by Rs. 12 lakhs 
and those of tubes, pipes and fittings, wrought (iron or 
steel) by Rs. 11 lakhs. 
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VARIATIONS IN Exports 

Compared with March 1938, exports of food, drink and 
tobacco in March 1939 increased by Rs. 17 lakhs to Rs. 2,32 
lakhs. Shipments of tea declined from 10-3 million lbs., 
valued at Rs. 70 lakhs, to 8-0 million lbs., valued at Rs. 64 
lakhs. Exports of coffee rose from 35,000 cwts. to 58,000 
ewts. in quantity and from Rs. 14 lakhs to Rs. 24 lakhs in 
value. Exports of wheat declined considerably, from 20,000 
tons to 400 tons in quantity and from Rs. 20 lakhs to 
Rs. 59,000 in value. Shipments of rice not in the husk 
improved from 25,000 tons, valued at Rs. 31 lakhs, to 45,000 
tons, valued at Rs. 52 lakhs. Dispatches of unmanufac- 
tured tobacco improved from 3-3 million Ibs, to 8°6 million 
lbs. in quantity and from Rs. 12 lakhs to Rs. 28 lakhs in 
value. 

Raw materials and produce and articles mainly unmanu- 
factured increased by Rs. 41 lakhs to Rs. 7,58 lakhs in 
March 1939. There was an improvement in shipments of 
raw cotton from 47,200 tons to 57,600 tons in quantity and 
from Rs. 2,46 lakhs to Rs. 2,81 lakhs in value. Japan, as 
usual the largest customer, took 38 per cent. in March 1939, 
as against 40 per cent. in March 1938. The shares of the 
United Kingdom, China, France and Germany were 17, 11, 
9 and 6 per cent., respectively, in the month under report. 
Shipments of seeds recorded a decline of 50,000 tons in 
quantity and of Rs. 73 lakhs in value. Exports of ground- 
nuts decreased from 115,000 tons, valued at Rs. 1,43 lakhs, 
to 66,000 tons, valued at Rs. 75 lakhs. Exports of linseed, 
on the other hand, increased from 20,000 tons to 23,000 tons 
in quantity without appreciable change in value, which 
remained almost stationary at Rs. 29 lakhs. Shipments of 
raw wool rose from 2-5 million lbs. to 5-6 million Ibs. in 
quantity and from Rs. 13 lakhs to Rs. 30 lakhs in value. 
Exports of raw hides and skins increased from 3,800 tons 
to 4,000 tons in quantity and from Rs. 33 lakhs to Rs. 41 
lakhs in value. Dispatches of raw jute rose from 53,000 
tons to 60,000 tons in quantity and from Rs. 98 lakhs to 
Rs. 1,43 lakhs in value. Exports of manganese ore fell from 
106,000 tons to 70,000 tons in quantity and from Rs. 27 
lakhs to Rs. 19 lakhs in value. 

Articles wholly or mainly manufactured improved by 
Rs. 24 lakhs to Rs. 4,27 lakhs in March 1939. Exports of 
cotton manufactures, including twist and yarn, declined by 
Rs. 6 lakhs, and were valued at Rs. 78 lakhs. Shipments 
of cotton yarn amounted to 4-1 million Ibs., as in March 
1938, but declined in value from Rs. 21 Jakhs to Rs. 20 
lakhs. Dispatches of cotton piece-goods fell from 20-2 
million yards to 18-9 million yards in quantity and from 
Rs. 58 lakhs to Rs. 56 lakhs in value. The number of 
gunny bags exported improved from 45:6 million to 66-1 
million, the corresponding increase in value being from 
Rs. 88 lakhs to Rs. 1,24 lakhs. The yardage of gunny 
cloth exported fell from 106 million, valued at Rs. 95 lakhs, 
to 103 million, valued at Rs. 91 lakhs. Shipments of 
tanned hides and skins increased from 1,600 tons to 2,000 
tons in quantity but declined in value from Rs. 49 lakhs to 
Rs. 44 lakhs. There was an improvement of 3,000 tons in 
quantity and of Rs. 42,000 in value in exports of pig iron, 
which amounted to 51,000 tons, valued at Rs. 25 lakhs, in 
March 1939. 


TRADE with Fore1gn CouNnTRIES 

As compared with March 1938 the share of the United 
Kingdom in imports fell from 32 per cent. to 26 per cent. 
in March 1939, but rose from 28 per cent. to 29 per cent. in 
exports. The shares of Germany, Japan and the United 
States in the month under report were 9, 9 and 7 per cent., 
respectively, under imports and 4, 10 and 9 per cent., 
respectively, under exports. 


MoveMENT OF SHIPPING 


The tonnage of vessels that entered into British India 
and cleared with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British possessions during March 1939 amounted to 
919,000 and 900,000, respectively, as compared with 853,000 
and 756,000 in February 1939 and 824,000 and 831,000, 
respectively, in March 1938. During the twelve months 
ended March 1939 the tonnage of vessels that entered and 
cleared with cargoes amounted, respectively, to 9,435,000 
and 9,657,000, as compared with 9,040,000 and 9,501,000 in 
the preceding year. 


BRITISH MALAYA 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—MARCH 
H.M. Trade Commissioner at Singapore reports that the 


total foreign trade of British Malaya (including parcel 
post, com and bullion) during the first three months of 
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1939 was £35,141,000, as compared with £36,346,000 in the 
same period of 1938. This shows a decrease of £1,205,000, 
or 3-3 per cent. Imports decreased from £17,850,000 to

IRAN 
FOREIGN TRADE, JUNE-SEPTEMBER 1938 


The Department of Overseas Trade has received particu- 
lars of the foreign trade of Iran in the period 22 June to 
21 September 1938, which show that imports (exclusive of 
duty-free goods) and exports (excluding oil) were valued at 
195,873,000 rials and 133,277,000 rials, as compared with 
260,120,000 rials and 152,809,000 rials, respectively, in the 
corresponding period of 1937. The principal imports were: 
cotton piece-goods, 20,221,000 rials, as against 65,955,000 
rials a year earlier; woollens, 2,706,000 rials (9,227,000 
rials), and tea, 1,667,471 kilogs. (1,944,162 kilogs.). 

As regards exports, the leading items were: cotton, hides 
and skins, rice, raw wool, livestock, carded wool, casings, 
carpets, goats’ hair, wheat, gum tragacanth, almonds, dates, 
cumin and opium.

UNITED KINGDOM—ROUMANIA 
PROTOCOL REGARDING COMMERCIAL AND 
ECONOMIC RELATIONS 


The following is the text of a Protocol with Annexes 
thereto between the Government of the United Kingdom 
and the Roumanian Government regarding commercial and 
economic relations with Roumania. The Protocol was 
signed at Bucharest on 11 May :— 


PROTOCOL 


The representatives of the Government of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Northern Ireland and of the Royal Rov- 
manian Government, having met together for the purpose of 
discussing matters affecting commercial and economic relations 
between the two countries, have decided to place on record 
their conclusions as follows :— 

1. The two Governments recognise that it is in their common 
interest to develop the commercial exchanges between the two 
countries on a sound economic basis and, so far as possible, 
through the norrmal commercial channels. 


2. The two Governments recognise that the market in the 
United Kingdom for the principal products of Roumania is, in 
general, free from import and other restrictions and therefore 
provides opportunity for the natural development of the Rou- 
inanian export trade. In order to maintain and to promote the 
flow of Roumanian exports to the United Kingdom, the two 
Governments have agreed upon the arrangements set out in 
Annex I, 


3. The two Governments recognise that one of the main 
objects to be attained as a result of the development of Rouma- 
nian exports to the United Kingdom is an increase in the

importation of United Kingdom goods by Roumania. The 
present exchange conditions render difficult the sale in Roumania 
of certain classes of United Kingdom manufactures; and 4 
clearing system inevitably impedes the normal functioning 0! 

It is the common aim of the two Governments to 
work towards a freer system as and when possible, and, in the 
meanwhile, they have agreed to make certain alterations in the 
provisions and working of the Agreement of 2 September 1938!’), 
on the lines proposed in Annex II. 


4. With the object of further promoting the development of 
trade between the two countries— 


(a) The two Governments propose to encourage the forma- 

tion of appropriate organisations to be set up by bus!

provisions of the Roumanian law to any United King- 
dom trade interests which desire such facilities. 

(c) Any questions which may be raised regarding import or 
export restrictions in operation in either country 
which adversely affect Anglo-Roumanian trade may 
be considered by the Consultative Committee to be 
set up in accordance with Article 7 below, with a 
view to recommendations being made by that Com- 
mittee for their solution. 

1) The Royal Roumanian Government agree that sterling 
shall be made available for the transfer of sums due 
to British shipping companies and that insurance 
companies shall have the right to purchase sterling 
remittances at the same rate of exchange as that to 
which they have to purchase lei. 

e) In order to improve communications between the two 
countries, the two Governments will examine the 
question of establishing direct air and shipping 
services between the United Kingdom and Roumania. 


5. His Majesty’s Government in the United Kingdom agree 
, provide guarantees to enable the Royal Roumanian Govern- 
ment to make payments up to a total of £5,000,000 in respect 
f the purchase of United Kingdom goods or for the purpose 

other agreed expenditure in the United Kingdom. The 
principles on which these guarantees shall be arranged are set 
out in Annex III, 

§, Any privileges or concessions agreed to for the develop- 
ment of trade between Roumania and other countries shall be 
available to United Kingdom business trading in Roumania. 


7. With a view to maintaining contact between the two Gov- 
ernments and following up the arrangements provided for in the 


present Protocol, and with a view to finding means for meeting 





difficulties which may arise in their execution, the two 
Governments agree that a Consultative Committee shall be set 
up consisting of representatives of the two Governments which 
shall meet from time to time in Roumania or in the United 
Kingdom as may be found desirable. 


8, Arrangements for the carrying into effect of the details 
f the undertakings recorded in the preceding paragraphs and 
of the provisions of the Annexes shall form the subject of 
further agreements between the Governments.

a) The Royal Roumanian Government recognise that it is to 
the interest of Roumanian economy that existing oil companies 

Roumania should be encouraged to extend their operations 
with a view to increasing the production of oil and to improving 
the quality of that oil by the use of modern refining machinery, 
They therefore propose to accord most-favoured-nation treat- 
ient to oil companies in which there is a substantial British 
financial interest in the matter of the grant of permits for 
exploration and exploitation of new lands and in all matters 
concerned with the grant and operation of concessions and with 
the production of oil. 

b) Moreover, the Royal Roumanian Government declare their 
intention to bring into effect, as soon as possible, legal condi- 
tions which it is hoped will lead to an expansion of the oil 
industry, and to take early action to simplify machinery of 
export control with a view to stimulating the exportation of 
oil products. 

(c}) The Royal Roumanian Government also agree to examine 
the freight charges and export taxes with a view to lightening 
the burdens falling on the oil industry. 


2. Cereals. 


(2) His Majesty’s Government in the United Kingdom will 
be prepared to purchase for Government stocks up to 200,000 
‘ons of Roumanian wheat from the next harvest, if available 
at world prices, 

(b) With a view to facilitating the storage and improving the 
marketing of cereal exports from Roumania, part of the guaran- 
tee facilities to be made available to the Royal Roumanian 
Government by His Majesty’s Government in the United 
Aingdom under Article 5 of the Protocol will be set aside for 
tnancing the equipment of silos. 


3. Timber. 


The Roumanian Government will take action to simplify the 
machinery of export control so as to facilitate the export of 
timber to the United Kingdom.

4, Marketing. 


In connection with the efforts to improve the system of 
marketing and grading of Roumanian export goods, the United 
Kingdom Government will give such assistance as it can to the 
Roumanian authorities to secure the advice of experts in regard 
to the best methods of meeting the requirements of the United 
Kingdom market. 


ANNEX II, 


1. In order to ensure that trade between the two countries 
shall be conducted on a sound economic basis, the rates of 
exchange between the leu and sterling should be such as to 
attract exports to the United Kingdom from Roumania without 
making the cost of United Kingdom goods too high for the 
Roumanian market. 

_2. The sterling resulting from Roumanian exports to the 
United Kingdom (other than exports of oil and compensation 
trade exports) is at present allocated to the accounts of the 
Anglo-Roumanian Clearing Office as follows :— 

(a) 20 per cent, to the General United Kingdom Account 
for utilisation in accordance with Article 11 of the 
Anglo-Roumanian Payments Agreement. 


(2) 40 per cent. to the United Kingdom Goods Account for 
utilisation in accordance with Article 12 of the Pay- 
ments Agreement. 


(c) 40 per cent. of the Special Account for utilisation in 
accordance with Article 4 of the Payments Agreement. 


The sterling allotted to the accounts referred to in 
(a) and (6) 1s negotiable at market rates while the 
sterling referred to in (c) is surrendered at the official 
rate plus premium. 
3. The two Governments recognise that the wide fluctuations 
in the rates at which sterling has been dealt in on the different 
accounts have tended to create difficulties for trade and they 
propose to make arrangements with a view to keeping these 
fluctuations, if possible, within narrower limits. 


4. In order to attain this object the two Governments agree 
that the sterling paid into the United Kingdom Goods Account 
and the General United Kingdom Account should be used as 
rapidly as possible for the purposes laid down in the Payments 
Agreements, and the Royal Roumanian Government have 
accordingly arranged that permits for the purchase and sale 
of the sterling must be utilised within certain time limits. 
Regulations to achieve this object have already been issued by 
the Roumanian authorities, and the possibility of further im- 
provements will be examined by the Consultative Committee 
referred to in Article 7 of the Protocol, 


5. If these arrangements fail to secure the appropriate 
development of trade between the two countries, the percentages 
set out in paragraph 2 above may be altered by agreement 
between the Clearing Office and the Roumanian authorities. 
Details of such arrangements shall be settled by the Consulta- 
tive Committee. 


6. Further, with a view to enabling traders to rely on the 
rate of exchange at which a contract will be carried through, 
the Roumanian authorities will make arrangements to establish 
a market for forward exchange dealings in the sterling in the 
United Kingdom Goods and General United Kingdom Accounts. 


7. In order to enable the normal system of trade credits to 
operate within the framework of the Clearing, the two Govern- 
ments agree to amend the Payments Agreement so as to provide 
for the transfer through the Clearing Accounts of advance 
payments made by United Kingdom importers in respect of 
contracts for the importation of Roumanian goods. ‘The pro- 
cedure for this purpose has been agreed so that it can be 
brought into force as soon as the Payments Agreement has been 
amended, 


8. The two Governments have agreed that 5 per cent. shall 
be added to the percentages laid down in the Annex to the 
Payments Agreement for the sterling proceeds of compensation 
transactions to be surrendered to the National Bank, 


9.—(a) The present arrangement in regard to the utilisation 
of the sterling proceeds of exports of oil to the United Kingdom 
will in general be maintained unaltered. The two Governments 
agree, however, that the sums credited to the Repayments 
Account, namely 80 per cent. of the proceeds of the export of 
oil to the United Kingdom, can be used by the companies 
concerned without prior authorisation to meet their own require- 
ments as specified in sub paragraph (4), the companies being 
under the obligation to furnish evidence of the use to which 
these amounts have been put within a period of three months 
from the date on which each payment is effected, 

(b) The sterling credited to the Repayments Account may be 
used in the United Kingdom and any other free exchange 
countries for payments in respect of :— 

(i) Materials imported for the Companies’ own require- 
ments, cost of transport, insurance and handling of 
materials and other similar expenses ; 
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(ii) Royalties on production and for the use of patents and 
licences and other similar charges ; 

(iii) Contributions to research laboratories, technical consulta- 
tions, registration of patents and other similar 
expenses ; 

(iv) Salaries and pensions, provident funds, contributions to 
pension funds ; 

(v) Insurance of plant and of materials of all kinds; 

(vi) Cost of travelling, living and representation expenses ; 

fees due to foreign 
other similar 


(vii) Current expenses of administration, 
members of Boards of Directors and 
charges ; 

(viii) Interest, commissions ; 

(ix) Subsidies ; 

(x) Dividends. 


(c) Any balances not used up to 31 December of each year 
will be carried forward to the following year, the Companies 
having the right to use them under the conditions set out 
above. 


(d) Special requests for authorisation may be made for the 
use of such funds for the acquisition for holdings or investments 
abroad with a view to directly assisting Roumanian exports. 


(e) Notwithstanding any modification that may be agreed at 
any time regarding the transfer of payments in respect of oil 
exported to the United Kingdom, the aforementioned rights 
shall remain in force in respect of all amounts derived from 
exports effected up to the date of publication of such modifica- 
tion. 


The amendments which the two Governments propose to 
make in the Payments Agreement in order to give effect to the 
arrangements described above and to those stipulated in para- 
graph 5 of Annex III and any further amendments which may 
be found to be advisable shall be embodied in an agreement to 
be concluded as soon as possible in London; and the working 
of the Agreement shall be reviewed from time to time by the 
Consultative Committee referred to in Article 7 of the Protocol. 


Annex III 


An agreement shall be negotiated between the Roumanian 
Legation in London and the Export Credits Guarantee Depart- 
ment which should provide, inter alia, for the following :— 

1. His Majesty’s Government in the United Kingdom to 
give guarantees to a total value of £5 millions in 
connection with the purchase by the Royal Roumanian 
Government for export to Roumania of goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom and with other 
approved expenditure in the United Kingdom. 

2. The nature of the goods or other expenditure which may 
be covered by the guarantees to be agreed between 
the two Governments, and also the conditions under 
which it may be practicable to provide for the car- 
riage of the goods in British vessels. 

3. The Royal Roumanian Government to issue _ sterling 
Notes of a sufficient value to pay for the expenditure 
in question, and the guarantee of His Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment to take the form of a guarantee of these 
notes. 

4. The Notes to bear interest at 5 per cent. per annum and 
their maturities to be arranged according to an agreed 
schedule in such a way that the whole amount shall 
be repaid by equal annuities covering capital and 
interest over twenty years. 

5. The income of Sub-Account D of the Anglo-Roumanian 
Clearing, after paying off the existing claims upon 
the Sub-Account, to be devoted so far as necessary 
to the service of the Notes. 


PORTUGAL—CUBA 
COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


H.M. Representative at Lisbon has forwarded transla- 
tion of a commercial agreement concluded between Portugal 
and Cuba on 18 March and ratified on 24 March. The more 
important provisions of the agreement (which became effec- 
tive one month after ratification and remains effective for 
a period of one year) are as follows :— 

The duties, taxes, surtaxes and charges on goods 
enumerated in Anmenes A and B of the Agreement are con- 
ventionalised at the existing levels or at rates accorded in 
future to similar products from other countries. As regards 
other goods, Portugal accords minimum tariff treatment on 
importation from Cuba, and Cuba accords most-favoured- 


nation treatment to Portugal as regards duties, taxes and 
internal taxation, 


Commercial Treaties and hvala Ganteat 


Provision is made for reciprocal most-favoured-nation 
treatment in respect of import and re-export duties and 
internal taxes. Reciprocal most-favoured-nation treatment 
is accorded as regards Customs formalities in respect of 
goods imported, exported, in transit, warehoused, re. 
exported, or transhipped. 


Nationals of either country travelling for business pur. 
poses in the territory of the other shall enjoy all rights and 
privileges granted to the nationals of most-favoured-nation 
countries. In the same manner commercial travellers fur- 
nished with a legitimation card issued by the competent 
authority of their country shall enjoy similar privileges, 
especially with regard to the import and export of the 
samples they carry. 


Protection is accorded in Cuba to the Portuguese wine 
names ‘‘ Porto”? and ‘‘ Madeira’’ and the combinations 
obtained by the use of these names, as well as the descrip- 
tions ‘‘ Moscatel de Setitibal’’ and ‘‘ Carcavelos.”’ Cuba 
also agrees to prohibit the misuse of these designations and 
to take steps to repress infringements of the provisions 
regarding such wines. 


Certain specified descriptions of Cuban tobaccos are pro- 
tected in Portugal. 


Should either country impose increased duties or restric- 
tions on importation, or in connection with foreign ex- 
change, which interfere with legitimate trading, the other 
country may request that negotiations be opened with a 
view to settling any difficulties.

GERMANY 
IMPORTATION OF COAL AND COKE FROM THE 
UNITED KINGDOM 
The Board of Trade have been informed that, for the

Coal Commissioner has notified the figure of German coal 
consumption for March 1939 as 13,844,800 metric tons. 

This represents an increase of 85 per cent. over 7,500,000 
metric tons, and accordingly the quota for imports of 
United Kingdom coal and coke into the German Customs 
Area for May 1939 has been correspondingly increased from 
the minimum of 180,000 to 333,000 metric tons. 


GREECE 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens 
has forwarded a French translation of a Ministerial De- 
cision (No. 28,538), dated 28 March 1939 and effective as 
from 19 April 1939, which provides for the importation into 
Greece of raw materials imported into customs franchise for 
manufacture in Greece and re-export, irrespective of the 
import lists to which they belong, and including articles 
on lists ‘‘ A’’ and “‘ B,”’ subject to the issue of a permit by 
the Passive Balances Committee at the Bank of Greece. 


THE HATAY 


ENFORCEMENT OF TURKISH SYSTEM OF 
EXCHANGE CONTROL 


H.M. Consul at Aleppo has reported that Turkish cur- 
rency has been made legal tender in the Hatay and that 
the Turkish system of exchange control has been put in 
force. A translation of the decision of the Hatay Chamber 
of Deputies in this connection may be inspected by persons 
interested on application to the Department of Overseas 
Trade, 35 Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1. 

The position is understood to be liable to fluctuation, and 
United Kingdom exporters consigning goods to the Hatay 
should ascertain from their customers under what condi- 
tions clearance and payment will be permitted. 


NETHERLANDS

Tin Statistical Year Book. 

The 1939 edition of the Statistical Year Book of the Inter- 
national Tin Research and Development Council, compiled by 
the Council’s statistical office at The Hague, has just been 
published. From this Year Book one may trace the develop- 
ment of the world’s tin industry from an output of about 
8,000 long tons a year in 1800 to over 208,000 tons in 1937. 
The reduced demand in 1938 brought world output to 148,400 
tons—nearly 29 per cent. lower than in 1937. The principal 
producers in 1938 were British Malaya, 43,247 tons; Bolivia, 
25,371 tons; and the Netherlands East Indies, 21,024 tons. 

The book gives the tin production of all producing areas 
since 1800, covering not only the production of each country, 
but also in some cases the outputs of individual companies. 
For example, there are records over a period of twelve years 
for more than 100 companies operating in British Malaya. 
Production in the Belgian Congo has increased from only 6 
tons in 1913 to 7,316 tons in 1938, and in Burma from 3: 
tons in 1890 to 3,990 tons in 1938. French Indo-China and the 
Argentine have also increased their outputs of tin in recent 
years, while Cornwall and Australia are producing less than 
formerly. 

All the industries which consume tin are covered by the 
statistics, including tinplate, canning, solder, bronze, collap- 
sible tubes, the motor industry and the railways. The figures 
show that the number of motor vehicles in use throughout 
the world has doubled since 1924, reaching a record total ot 
42,677,948 in 1937.

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manv- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 

The information at the disposal of the Department is 
of a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature. and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations, 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 

Members of United Kingdom firms visiting Overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department's rest- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having Overseas agents to notify 
the respective Overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and address of such agents and to keep them tm- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their Over 
seas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES

yently already in the possession of the Department, and 
the delay involved in communicating with the officers abroad 
can therefore often be avoided. Should the information 
required not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 
When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 
(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 
(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 
(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required. 


EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.e. 
vholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 


These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
Oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer, 


Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months.

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Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five 
years by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they 
be governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees.
